THURSDAY FIRST DAY TO CIRCULATE PETITIONS 


The first day for circulating nominating petitions for Penn- 


sylvania's primary election is Thursday, July 12th. 
Under the 


law these nominating petitions for all the offices to be filled 
are provided by the County Commissioners of each county anil 
the Commissioners are not allowed to give out any such blank 
petitions before July 12th, nor can any signature be legally 
placed upon a nominating petition before that date. 


One hundred names are required to place the name ci 


any candidate upon the ballot for county office, while but ten 
names are required for a borough or township office. The sign- 
ers must be qualified electors of the party to which the cand:- 
date belongs or owes allegiance. 


The signing of a nominating petition is merely a mattci 


of form and places no obligation upon the signer to vote f'.i 
the candidate iqjkose petition he may have signed. 


It has been the custom with some county candidates in the 


past to circulate several petitions and by this means get mam 
more than the one hundred names required before the name oi 
the candidate could be placed upon the ballot.

THURSDAY FIRST DAY TO CIRCULATE PETITIONS 


The first day for circulating nominating petitions for Penn- 


sylvania's primary election is Thursday, July 12th. 
Under the 


law these nominating petitions for all the offices to be filled 
are provided by the County Commissioners of each county anil 
the Commissioners are not allowed to give out any such blank 
petitions before July 12th, nor can any signature be legally 
placed upon a nominating petition before that date. 


One hundred names are required to place the name ci 


any candidate upon the ballot for county office, while but ten 
names are required for a borough or township office. The sign- 
ers must be qualified electors of the party to which the cand:- 
date belongs or owes allegiance. 


The signing of a nominating petition is merely a mattci 


of form and places no obligation upon the signer to vote f'.i 
the candidate iqjkose petition he may have signed. 


It has been the custom with some county candidates in the 


past to circulate several petitions and by this means get mam 
more than the one hundred names required before the name oi 
the candidate could be placed upon the ballot.

petitions are filed away in the office of the County Commission 
er and never come into public view, unless, perchance, sorrc 
interested party wishes to look them over and goes to the Com- 
missioner's oflice and requests to see them.
